SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine Deep Inside Lois is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The magazine consists of photographs and text which explicitly depict sexual activity 
between a woman and a man. Some aspects of the publication, notably its use of 
close-up and extreme close-up photographs of genitals in sexual activity, have a 
degrading and dehumanising effect, but they do not impact substantially on the 
dominant effect of the publication as a whole. The purpose of the magazine is 
primarily that of sexual arousal, and it has the potential for wide availability. In view of 
these factors, and in consideration of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, the 
magazine is given the above classification. 
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
